AT FALL CONVOCATION 


Tributes to President Kennedy, marked 
the annual fall convocation of Sir George 
Williams University, on Friday Novem- 
ber 22.

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In spite of the many problems which it faces in the 
field of education, the government has not forgotten 
the question of handicapped children and has already 
taken significant measures to provide help for them. 


During the 1961 session, in adopting the school boards 
grants act, the government took care to include in it a 
provision for the benefit of retarded children. Thus an 
article in this law provides for doubling the amount of 
the regular grant for every school board which organizes 
of at least ten and not more than twenty children who, 
for reasons of mental or physical deficiency, are unable 
to avail themselves of the instruction given in the 
regular classes. The law also requires that the teacher 
of such a class shall hold an adequate specialist’s 
certificate. 

As an administrative measure, the government has 
inaugurated the Bureau for Exceptional Children, which 
is under the jurisdiction of the Department of Educa- 
tion but works in close cooperation with the Depart- 
ment of Youth. This body is responsible for the schools 
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105 offices in the Montreal area 
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Message from the Minister of Youth 


and classes for exceptional children under the control 
of the Department of Education; but it is also con- 
cerned, from the point of view of pedagogy, with all 
the other schools for handicapped children including 
those under other departments and independent 
schools. 


Finally, in order to coordinate the efforts of the 
Departments of Family and Social Welfare, of Health 
and of Youth, since all three are involved in the 
problem, the government has set up an inter-depart- 
mental committee. This committee is now working out 
on an over-all policy for the benefit of exceptional 


children. 


The government of Quebec is making this effort so as 
to apply to retarded children, as well as to all others, 
one of the main principles of its educational policy— 
to provide for everyone the tools necessary to fill a 
useful function in society.

EVENING STUDENTS 
PRESENT TAX BRIEF 


A strong, positive stand for total] income 
tax exemption for fees paid toward con- 
tinuing and furthering our education in 
the evenings, was taken by a delegation 
representing Sir George Williams Uni- 
versity Evening Students, who called on 
Federal Officials in Ottawa on Oct. 31st. 

Speaking on behalf of 600,000 part time 
evening students across Canada, the 
Delegation consisted of Mr. Gus Borovilos, 
President E.S.A., Mr. Allen Morris, Vice- 
President E.S.A., Mr. Barry Lawson, 
President High School Student Council, 
Mr. André Smith, Activities Co-ordinator 
High School Student Council, Mr. Barry 
Barnes, Photographer and Mr. D. F. 
Young, Administrative Assistant. 

Upon arrival in Ottawa, they met with 
Mr. Benson, Parliament Secretary of 
Finance Minister Gordon. After presenta- 
tion of the brief, Mr. Benson assured the 
delegation that our submission would 
receive the careful consideration of the 
government prior to the preparation of 
the next Federal Budget. 

The Brief reads in part: ‘‘There is good 
reason to amend the present income tax 
law, since the adult pursuing part-time 
studies already has considerable financial 
responsibilities. Since no decision has yet 
been reached on the advisability of making 
adult education free, the least, surely, that 
could be done is not to tax the sums that 
the working student is obliged to disburse 
to the educational institution he attends.” 

Through a personal conversation with 
New Democratic Party Leader, T. C. 
Douglas the previous evening, a meeting 
was arranged with Mr. Knowles, Mr. 
Cameron and Mr. Douglas. The meeting 
proved to be successful and our delegation 
was enthusiastically accepted. How en- 
thusiastic. It has been brought to our 
attention that Mr. Colin Cameron, 
N.P.D., financial critic, raised the question 
of our brief at a Budget and Finance 
Committee that same evening. 

Mr. John Diefenbaker, Leader of the 
Opposition, also met our delegates and 
assured us of his support on this matter. 
Mr. Pickersgill, Secretary of State, Mr. 
McGory, M.P. for Queen’s County, 
P.E.I. and Mr. Paschal Hayes, P.C. 
Public Relations Chairman expressed 
concern and support.

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WE MUST MOVE FORWARD 


The tragic events of that long, dark, 
weekend of November 22nd to 25th will 
leave its mark on all of us who lived 
through that appalling period of history. 
It was very difficult a week ago to assess 
the monumental implications of a whole 
series of devastating experiences which 
we all shared. All of us were bearing the 
weight of an emotional burden built on 
shock, bewilderment and horror. The 
passing of time will never remove the 
effects of these tragic events, but it does 
permit us to re-assert the judgment and 
intelligence that should mark members of 
a scholarly community. 

It is to be hoped that we can see beyond 
the actual happenings, as appalling as they 
were, to the meaning and significance of 
all that occurred. To some of us this 
eventful period marked another pinnacle 
reached in the timeless struggle between 
the forces of good and evil. On that black 
Friday and the sadistic Saturday that 
followed, it appeared that the forces of 
evil were triumphant. But on the Sunday, 
when thousands filed by the President's

bier, and during the sombre but impressive 
funeral on the Monday, it became appa- 
rent that the forces of good were rallying. 
Evil always has the early advantage because 
it will use any means to serve ends; good is 
slower to move but its resources are infinite. 

Good, however, will not win without a 
titanic struggle taking place. This struggle 
is now upon us. If we who have been so 
stirred and shaken by these events allow 
the lofty moments of our ardour to subside 
the battle is lost. If we believe in the 
virtues and values for which the President 
stood, we should now unite in bringing 
into being the free society of equality and 
justice for which he was striving. That fine 
book, “Profiles in Courage’, written by the 
late President when he was the Junior 
Senator from Massachusetts, should now 
re-claim our attention. In the closing 
chapter he wrote as follows: 

“For without belittling the courage with 
which men have died, we should not forget 
the acts of courage with which men have 
lived. The courage of life is often a less 
dramatic spectacle than the courage of a 


final moment; but it is no less a magni- 
ficent mixture of triumph and tragedy. 
A man does what he must — in spite of 
personal consequences, in spite of obsta- 
cles and dangers and pressures — and that 
is the basis of all human morality.”’ 

This is the basis on which the late 
President built his life; it is the spirit of 
this statement which we must follow if 
the forces of good are to ultimately 
prevail. 

As reported in last week’s issue of THE 
GEORGIAN, the Chancellor of the univer- 
sity, Dr. W. B. Roberts, paid tribute to 
the memory of President Kennedy at our 
Fall Convocation held on Friday, Noyvem- 
ber 22nd. The Chancellor said, ‘‘We will 
mourn the death of President Kennedy as 
a fine person, a great executive officer and 
a benefactor of all mankind.’’ I hope that 
we will give full meaning to these words 
by so living that we do honour to the late 
President and to all those who have fought 
valiantly for the forces of good.

FIFTH ANNUAL INTERNATIONAL AFFAIRS SEMINAR 


The Fifth Annual Seminar on Interna- 
tional Affairs was successfully held from 
November 5th to the 9th. This year’s 
theme was ‘Aspects of International 
Aid” and approximately 100 delegates, 
representing 35 universities from around 
the world, were in attendance. 

There was a guest speaker for each 
evening of the five day event, scheduled 
as follows: Mr. Nik Cavell (‘International 
Aid as a Dynamic Force’’), Prof. John 
Chipman (‘‘The Role of Education in Aid 
Programs’’), Dr. E. D. Wittkower (‘Cul- 
tural Shock and its Effects’) and Mr. 
Andrew Kamarck (‘Effective Interna- 
tional Aid’’). 

Ann Montgomery, the energetic chair- 
man of the seminar, has stated that its 
purpose was to give students of many 
different backgrounds the opportunity to 
discuss some of the problems they might 


encounter after they finish their schooling 
on their way to becoming leaders in their 
nations. 

This aim was fully achieved and it can 
be attributed to the wholehearted enthu- 
siasm of the delegates. Although there 
were less participants than in last year’s 
seminar, there were more dynamic and 
keen members in attendance this year, 
with a greater scope for imagination being 
shown. 

A panel discussion on ‘International 
Aid versus Bilateral Aid’’, scheduled for 
the second day of the seminar, developed 
into the most interesting event. It was 
conducted by commentator Leslie Roberts, 
with five panelists taking part. 

“We can’t base our aid on cold war 
consideration. We must base our aid on 
a wider reality”, commented Professor

NOT ENOUGH 
UNIVERSITY TEACHERS 


VICTORIA (CUP) — Canada appears 
to be falling behind in meeting its uni- 
versity teaching requirements. Dr. A. W. 
Trueman, director of the Canada Council 
warned. 

He said that technological developments 
are getting out in front of educational 
developments and that Canada is running 
the danger of not being able to supply the 
trained man-power it will need to adminis- 
ter new systems. 

Dr. Trueman told the Second Academic 
Assembly in honor of scholars and scholar- 
ship at the University of Victoria that the 
country is struggling manfully to meet the 
need. 

He warned that the university enrol- 
ment in-1970 will be five times that of 


1952; jumping from 63,000 to over 
300,000.

C.U.S.0. is a non-political <¢ 


non-denominational organization 


which aims to provide opportunities for Canadians to serve abroad in 
conditions similar to those under which persons of the host country also 
serve their fellow citizens. It is hoped that this scheme will promote 
greater understanding among the participants and serve as a gesture of 
international goodwill and cooperation. 


The national office of C.U.S.0O. is in 
Ottawa and it has local committees estab- 
lished at the majority of our Universities 
and Colleges. Although the Sir George 
committee was formed about a year ago, 
we are only now beginning to operate 
effectively. Last year we had one applica- 
tion, but this year, all indications are that 
we will have more applicants than we had 
anticipated. 

Applicants must have a degree from a 
recognized Canadian University or College 
and be willing to serve overseas for a two 
year period. As of Sept. 30th 1963 C.U.S.O. 
had 128 personnel overseas in such coun- 
tries as India, Japan, Africa, South 
America and the West Indies. Most of 
these people were teaching at the secon- 
dary level, although some were working 


in such fields as nursing, engineering, 
youth work and agriculture. 

Should an applicant be accepted and a 
job is available, C.U.S.O. will provide an 
orientation programme and supply tran- 
sportation. The host country in most cases 
will pay the salary. C.U.S.O. also provides 
extensive medical care for its personnel.

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DEMOLITION BEGINS ON CONSTRUCTION SITE 

Dr. B. W. Roberts, Chancellor of Sir George Williams University, 
officially opened the demolition of buildings on Burnside between Bishop 
and Mackay, which will be the site of the new Sir George building. 

Among the many present on the wet Friday of last November, was 
Gloria Stieger, President of the SUS. Miss Stieger was placed at the con- 
trols of the demonition truck with Principal and Vice-Chancellor R.C. Rae. 

Mr. Rae was pleased to see the work finally taking stride, and he 
summed up the four years of planning by saying that it was “‘nice to see 


something happen.” 


The construction is scheduled to start this winter and the building 
should be ready for occupancy by September, 1966. 

The ten-storey cube-shaped building will have a set of escalators, two 
passenger, and two service elevators to transport vertical traffic. 

The building will allow four thousand day students to be accommodated 
immediately, and all laboratories, cafeteria, and other facilities will be 
designed for an ultimate enrollment of 5,000 day and 10,000 evening stu- 


dents. 





With this building, the University will 
be able to develop the scope of its academic 
program, and extend the present three- 
year engineering course leading to a 
Certificate in Engineering to a five year 
degree program. 

The principal features of this giant 
undertaking will include Science and 
Freshmen Libraries, ten auditoria ranging 
in size from 100 to 600 seats, Faculty 
offices and research labs in the related 
fields of Natural Science and Engineering. 

A large computer center, a fine arts 


studio, and an Exhibition Hall with a 350 
seat theater auditorium will be accom- 
panied by four new Student Common 
Rooms and a Student Activity Center. 

The proposed building will be used in 
conjunction with the present building 
where facilities will be divided. 

Mr. Rae hopes that when the new 
building is completed in 1966, lectures will 
be discontinued in the overcrowded annex, 
pointing out the added expenses incurred 
by the renting of the four floors in the 
annex.

Arthur Lermer, Chairman of the Depart- 
ment of Economics for Sir George. 

Mr. Robert Theobald, consulting econo- 
mist and author said, “The high-water 


mark of aid has already passed. We need 
a new and viable justification for con- 
tinuing to give aid.’’ He emphatically 
stated that the whole present concept of 
foreign aid is outdated. 

It was agreed that, in theory, multi- 
lateral aid is superior to bilateral aid 
because, among other reasons, it enables 
the pooling of knowledge and resources 
and assures more co-ordination. 

The general opinion of Canada’s role in 
foreign aid was summed up by Mr. Mark 
Gayn, editorial writer and syndicated 
columnist of the Toronto Star, who stated 
that “Canada is the second worst giver 
among western nations.” 

The conclusion arrived at was that all 
privileged nations must take a greater and 
more active interest in international aid if 
world peace is to be maintained.

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300 DELEGATES AT UNIVERSITY MODEL UNITED NATIONS

The University Model United Nations, 
sponsored by four universities in the city. 
demonstrates the technical workings of the 
United Nations organization and affords 
an opportunity for people to express and 
defend views and opinions not necessarily 
in agreement with their own. 


This year, UMUN will be held February 
5-8. 

Approximately 300 hundred delegates 
are expected from about 75 universities, 
including those in Mexico, Puerto Rico, 
and Cuba. 


The structure of the UN will be simula- 
ted by a General Assembly and a Security 
Council. Discussion groups, led by diplo- 
matic advisors will inquire into some of 
the problems currently besetting the UN— 
the feasibility of a permanent peace force 
and the financial difficulties, thus provid- 
ing some insight for the delegates in the 
organization. 

The latter is an innovation this year. 
Internationally-recognized speakers will 
be invited to deliver the key-note address 
and final banquet. A larger number of 
diplomatic advisors will be invited from 
New York to sit with their respective dele- 
gations and assist them in the interpre- 
tation of policy. 


159 GERMAN BOOKS 
FOR SGWU 


Sir George Williams University was the 
recipient of 159 German books, gifts of the 
Federal Republic of Germany. 

The presentation was made to the 
university by Consul-General Dr. Gerhard 
Stahlberg who said he hoped the study of 
German in Canadian universities would 
promote “better understanding between 
the German people and Canadians.” 

The books are expected to be used 
mainly in the expanding German program 
of SGWU’s Modern Languages Depart- 
ment. 

At present there are some 150 students 
studying German language and literature 
in the three-year course which will be 
expanded to four years in the near future. 

In accepting the collection Principal 
Robert C. Rae said the quality of the gift 
should serve as a reminder that while 
numbers and physical facilities play an 
important part in a university’s life, “the 
university has an even greater responsi- 
bility to a consideration of quality.”
